Pasadena Unified Sch o o 1 
District vandalism incidents 
are being repaid by the per¬ 
sons caiught in the actions. 

Last August thermostats 
on air conditioners at the 
Education Center were dam¬ 
aged. Total replace m e ,n t 
costs of $312 are being re¬ 
paid bv three persons ap¬ 
prehended in the act and 
billed for $104 each. Thus 
far $182 has been paid. 

In December vandals 
broke into McKinley Junior 
High School and removed 
typewriters and other elec¬ 
tric machines. Apprehended 
by the police, the equip¬ 
ment was returned and the 
cost of repairing the damage 
to windows and doors is 
being worked out by the 
three persons involved. 

Fortunately serious inci¬ 
dents of vandalism have 
■been few in nature, but in 
each case the school dis¬ 
trict has attempted to re¬ 
coup losses from persons ap¬ 
prehended and/or convicted 
of such actions.

Our government, by ‘de¬ 
ficit financing” (i.e. appro¬ 
priating funds in excess of 
tax receipts), is confiscating 
and embezzling the wealth 
of everyone in the U.S. by 
inflation.

ON THE NEW 

FICTITIOUS NAME LAW 


11. QUESTION: What is the cost of filing and 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Statutory filing fee for the new 
statement, inclusive of mandatory certification of 
a copy by the County Clerk, is $10.00. Publica¬ 
tion charge for the four insertions of the notice is 
determined by the selected newspaper. 

12. QUESTION: Can two or more fictitious name 
businesses operating under different names from the 
same address but owned by the same person or per¬ 
sons file and publish under a single statement? 

ANSWER: Yes, provided two or more filing 
fees of $10.00 each are paid the County Clerk for 
multiple indexing, and provided that printer’s proofs 
of publication are provided the County Clerk for 
filing with the original copies of the consolidated 
statement. Most newspapers will make an additional 
charge for each additional firm name. 


1 . QUESTION: When does the new Fictitious 
Name Law take effect? 

ANSWER: It took effect on July 1, 1971. 


2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 


3. QUESTION: What is a Fictitous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers, 
Sons, Associates, Company": or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change in residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made af the end of each five 
year period if there has been any "change in 
information” which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter.

5. QUESTION: Must all firm presently doing busi¬ 
ness under fictitious names file new statements? 

ANSWER: Yes, all must re-file under new 
code sections of the Business and Professions Code 
which replace those in the Civil Code: The new 
sections are 17900-17930 and also Sections 7540 
and 10159.5 and Section 10522.5 of the Business 
and Professions Code, and Section 12300.2 of the 
Financial Code. 


14. QUESTION: Is if mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8/2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified in 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of filing? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish. 

7. QUESTION: Precisely what is the process for 
publishing? 

ANSWER: Publication must be made once a 
week for four weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing. 
And proof of publication must be filed with the 
County Clerk within 30 days after completion of 
publication.

Also their is direct advertising 
value for the firm through publication four times 
in a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, it being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

I wonder what it would 
have been like if we had 
had a liberal administration. 
We have a conservative- 
talking Governor and he has 
managed to double the bud¬ 
get i.n six years.

under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Loa Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
cowty clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 

statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be *10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners ; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by "Richard Roe” or the East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find In the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
trade names. Most banks now require evidence that

Congress Changes 


"There’ll Be Some Changes Made,” that old song, 
ciuld bo the theme of the 93rd Congress as it greets 
the new year. 

Changes in faces, changes in power plays, changes 
perhaps in attitudes and goals. 

One of the more interesting changes is the reported 
impending showdown over the old seniority system. 
According to Newsweek magazine, the “sacrosanct but 
increasingly vulnerable” method of designating impor¬ 
tant committee chairmen, is going to come under the 
most withering attack in its history. 

House liberals, Newsweek reports, have a potent 
play to use unless the Democratic caucus abandons its 
old automatic selection preoedure, which puts senior citi¬ 
zens in positions of control. The ploy is impeachment. 

John Gardner’s public lobby, Common Cause, claims 
now to have the votes necessary to permit House liberals 
to move to impeach every one of the 21 incumbent or 
incoming chairmen. The impeachment motion, it is ex¬ 
plained, would force a vote on the nominees. 

What the outcome of this device will be cannot be 
predicted with any assurance, of course. But it is an¬ 
other signal that dissatisfaction with present policies of 
ehairming committees is alive and well, and the dis¬ 
affected are willing to try novel means of breaking an 
old Congressional habit.

Income Tax Illegal? 


Especially along about April 15 a good many people 
think the federal income tax ought to be declared uncon¬ 
stitutional. Comes now a tax specialist who says it just 
might be. 

He cited a Pennsylvania Supreme Court decision that 
(he state’s new income tax law violated the state consti¬ 
tution’s tax “uniformity” clause because it used the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Code’s concept of taxable income, which 
provides so many kinds of deductions that person having 
the same income often wind up paying different amounts 
of tax. 

The tax expert holds that there is a similar clause in 
the federal constitution, and suggests it offers a new ap¬ 
proach for tax reform forces. But don’t count on it. At 
least this April.

State Controller Hugh 
Flournoy reported distribu¬ 
tion of $2,958,496 to cities 
and counties as the January 
apportionment of state-col¬ 
lected “in lieu” motor ve¬ 
il icle license fees. ! 

Flournoy reported $503,- I 
512.74 was mailed directly to 
the County of Los Angeles. 
In addition, the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre received $1,135.43 
from the Controller’s office. 

The distribution- represents 
the cities and cou nties 
shares of license fees and 
other revenues deposited in 
the Motor Vehicle License 
Fee Account during Decem¬ 
ber, 1972. 

The State excise tax at 
the rate of $2 per $100 of 
market value takes the place 
of local property tax on mo¬ 
tor vehicles. Except for that 
portion withheld to cover 
administrative costs, the 
money is returned to local 
governments which may 'Use 
their shares for general pur¬ 
poses.
